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Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of group III, claims 5-16, 21-24 in response 
to the restriction requirement sent on October 6, 2006, in the reply filed on November 6, 
2006 is acknowledged. 

However, there is a need for a second restriction as follows: 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, 17-20, drawn to a lateral flow enzyme immunoassay device 
comprising a sample pad comprising a slow lane and a fast lane, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

II. Claims 4, 25, drawn to a disk comprising an inner and outer hydrophilic 
zones , classified in class 436, subclass 518. 

III. Claims 5-10 drawn to a device comprising a sample pad, a label pad 
comprising an enzyme-antibody conjugate and a capture zone comprising 
an enzyme substrate, classified in class 436, subclass 518. 

IV. Claims 11-16, drawn to a device comprising a sample pad, a label pad 
comprising a substrate attached to a particle or imbiled within a sac, said 
sac or particle is attached to an antibody; a capture zone and an 
absorbent zone, classified in class 435, subclass 7.72. 

V. Claims 21 -24, drawn to a device comprising a sample pad comprising a 
first enzyme and a second enzyme-first antibody conjugate; a label pad 
comprising a substrate for first enzyme; a capture zone comprising a 
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second antibody; and an absorbent zone, classified in class 435, subclass 
7.91. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II, I and III , II and III, I and IV, I and V; II and IV; II and V; III and 
IV; III and V; IV and V are directed to related products. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.050). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have different design, mode of operation and they do not overlap 
in scope because each device can operate separately and independently from the other 
devices. They also are not obvious variants because the invention of group I has a slow 
lane and a fast lane, the invention of group II is a disk and the invention III has a sample 
pad with no fast lane or slow lane. The inventions of group III, IV and V cannot be used 
together because group IV use a substrate attached to particle or imbiled in a sac as a 
label and group V uses a cascade enzyme reactions where there are multiple enzymes 
on the sample pad. These groups are not usable together because they are different 
devices with different reagents and different modes of operations. Furthermore, the 
inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
